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MEANY ASSAILS 
PRESIDENT, SAYS 
LABOR WON'T BE 
PUSHED AROUND’ 


AFL Head Charges 
‘Sabotage’ of Commit- 
tee on Taft Law Re- 
visions by ‘Reaction- 
ary’ Business Groups. 


A bitter attack on President 
Eisenhower was made today by 
George Meany, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
in a talk in which he said labor 
would continue: its campaign to 
amend the Taft-Hartley law. 

Eisenhower ‘is not strong 
enough to stand up for his 
point of view against the people 
who seem to control the Ad- 
ministration in Washington,” 
Meany declared. 

“We are not going to be 
pushed around,” he shouted, 
speaking at the forty-sixth an- 
nual convention of the building 
and construction trades depart- 
ment of the AFL. “We're going 
to continue to fight for a better 
Taft-Hartley law and _ other 
things desired by labor.” 

He made it clear that he re- 
garded “reactionary” business 
men and such groups as the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers as those which exercise 
greatest influence on the Ad- 
ministration. 

In Meany’s audience at Hotel 
Jefferson were Martin P. Dur- 
kin, who resigned recently as 
Secretary of Labor, and Rich- 
ard J. Gray, president of the 
building and construction trades 
department of the AFL, whose 
name has been mentioned among 
those who might be considered 
as a successor to Durkin. 

Attack Comes as Surprise. 

Meany’s bitter attack on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower came as a sur- 
prise. He had been discussing 
foreign affairs when he launched 
into the attack on the President. 

Industry representatives on a 
15-member committee named by 
the President to consider Taft- 
Hartley amendments “sabotaged 
that committee,” Meany charged. 

Although three of five indus- 
try men were agreed on certain 
important changes in the law, he 
asserted, the industry represen- 
tatives “‘wouldn’t even give way 
on an indefensible point. That 
sets the tone of the attitude of 
employers, They feel they have 
labor over the barrel.” 

“The National Association of 
Manufacturers is in a position 
of great influence in the Gov- 
ernment,” he declared. ‘They 
seem to think they can run the 
Administration.” 

“We don’t take the position of 
Charlie Wilson (Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson). He 
says what’s good for General 
Motors is good for America. The 
AFL takes the opposite position. 
‘We say what’s good for America 
is good for us.” 

Account of Events. 


Giving a chronological account 
of events leading up to Labor 
Secretary Durkin’s resignation 
and Meany’s participation in 


“those events, the AFL president 


said the so-called 19 amendments 
to the Taft-Hartley law were 
“not the proposal of the AFL 
and were not initiated by the 
AFL.” He referred to them as 
“the property of the Eisenhower 
Administration.” 

Last November Meany related, 
President Eisenhower asked him 
to talk to the late Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft about amendments 
to the Taft-Hartley Act to make 
it “a fair law to labor and 
management.” . 

Meany quoted the President 
as saying he regarded the pro- 
vision in the law on disenfran- 
chisement of economic strikers 
as “unfair.” 

Under this provision, Meany 
said, there have been cases in 
which an employer incited a 
strike after signing a contract 
with a union, then the employer

‘WOMEN SPEEDERS 
OUTNUMBER MEN 
IN NEW ENGLAND 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP)— 
A safety researcher said today 
a recent radar speed check made 
in New England shattered his 
belief that women are generally 
slow and eautious drivers. 

William J. Toth, research as- 
sociate of New York Univer- 
sity’s center for safety educa- 
tion, said he made a 15,000-mile 
tour in northeastern states mak- 
ing radar speed studies. 

Although some 70 per cent of 
the nation’s drivers are men, 
Toth said, his check disclosed 
that 53 per cent of all speeders 
in the area were women. 

His tests showed 99 per cent 
of all drivers ignored the speed 
limits of 15 and 25 miles an 
hour posted in towns and vil- 
lages. His radar equipment 
clocked motorists at speeds up 
to 92 miles an hour on the open 
road and about 5 per cent were 
going faster than 70.

$569,636,000 ship-building pro- 
gram for this year, including the 
construction of its third super- 
carrier in an East Coast ship- 
yard. 

The program .calls for the 
construction of 17 ships, rang- 
ing from the 60,000-ton carrier

Anderson said it had been 
determined that no private yard 
on the Pacific coast had “the 
necessary facilities” to build the 
huge ship. As a result, he said, 
the ship will be constructed in 
“a qualified East Coast private 
shipyard” to be chosen by com- 
petitive bidding. 

The Navy’s other major car 
rier project for this year—mod- 
ernization of the 45,000-ton -car- 
rier Midway — was awarded, 
however, to the Puget Sound 
naval shipyard at Bremerton.

MUNSAN, Sept. 17 (AP) — 
Gen. Mark Clark today promised 
a fair shake for thousands of 
war prisoners—Allied and Com- 
munist-held—who have refused 
to return home. 

The United Nations Far East 
Commander pledged any Amer- 
icans who have refused repatria- 
tion “our sympathy for the hard- 
ships they have suffered, our 
understanding of the pressures 
to which they have been sub- 
jected ...” 

Clark offered any Americans 
the “‘legal rights and protection” 
guaranteed by United States 
laws. A U.N. Command spokes- 
man said that being a ‘Pro- 
gressive’—Red sympathizer—is 
not considered a crime in the 
United States. 

The Communists say they hold 
about 300 South Koreans and 
more than 20 non-Koreans—pre- 
sumably most of these Ameri- 
cans—who refuse repatriation, 


‘Tradition of Freedom.’ 


| Clark said in his statement 


‘that if he could ‘communicate 
with the men held by the Reds 
“I would remind them of the 
| American tradition of freedom— 
ithe freedom for which they 
‘fought before their capture.” 

| Clark also vowed to protect 
the “freedom of choice” of 
nearly 23,000 Chinese and North 
Koreans who renounced Com- 
munism while in Allied cap- 
tivity. 

As the statement. was released, 
1000 anti-Red Chinese war 
prisoners being Handed over by 
the U.N. to Indian guards near 
Panmunjom ripped off their 
identification tags and refused 
to give their names to the In- 
dians. 

The prisoners spotted Com- 
munist observers outside the 
barbed wire and unleashed a 
hail of stones. None of the Reds 
was injured. 

The five-nation Repatriation 
Commission, which will decide 
‘the fate of all prisoners who 
| refuse to go back to their home 
‘countries, called a special con- 
ference. An Indian spokesman 
said the commission would con- 
sider refusing further Allied 
deliveries of prisoners without 
their identification cards. 

The prisoners apparently 
feared Red interviewers might 
discover their names and homes 
and take reprisals against rela- 
tives. 


Choices ‘Already Made.’ 

Meanwhile, Brig. Gen, A. L. 
Hamblen, chief of the U.N.C. 
group which will talk with re- 
luctant Allied prisoners, said 
the command feels both Allied 
and Red captives ‘‘already have 
made their choice.” 

He said a_ prisoner who 
changes his mind and decides to 
return must make same “overt 
act” such as an oral or written 
application, to be considered for 
repatriation. 

Hamblen told correspondents 
that his explainers are “not 
going to say anything to the 
P.O.W.s that we cannot back up. 
We are not going to give wild 
promises of immunity.” 

The 90-day explanation period 
is set to begin about Sept. 25. 
Allied and Communist represen- 
tatives will be allowed to talk 
with their former soldiers in an 
effort to persuade them to re- 
turn home. 
| Thursday's delivery of about 
/2000 Chinese to the Indian 
»camp increased the number now 
in stockades in the demilitarized 
zone to about 11,600—just over 
half the total. The deliveries 
are expected to be completed 
next week.

Speaking at the opening of a 
foreign affairs debate in Parlia- 
ment, Nehru asserted, however, 
that India had “absolutely no 
desire” to participate in the 
talks.

Nehru’s foreign policies by a 
voice vote. The only dissenters 


were two or three Communists 
\in the assembly of about 300. 
| Nehru avoided a direct stand 
‘on Red China’s recent demands 
‘that India apd other countries 
that sent no troops to Korea 
given seats at the parley, but 
he declared: “The only real 
question now is whether neutral 
countries showld be repre- 
sented.” , 

Neutrals, he said, could help 
in bringing about “a certain 
atmosphere.”

LIMITS ON U.N.

The primary purpose of the 
United Nations is to maintain 
international peace and security.

Because of these things, some 
say that the United Nations has 
failed. 

We must admit that the

It may be asked, whom do we 
fear? I could speak of that at 
length. But in order to avoid 
what might be provocative, I 
confine myself to a single sum- 
marizing fact: Since 1939, some 
600,000,000 people of some 15 
nations have been brought into 
the Soviet camp of dictatorships, 
and in no case has this come 
about by voluntary action of the 
peoples and nations concerned. 

History records no more 
frightening fact. 

In his address of Aug. 8, 1953, 
the new Soviet premier twice 
speaks of peaceful co-existence 
of the Communist system with 
that of the non - Communist 
world. Such expressions are 
welcome. But as against the 
background that I mention, 
mere words do not instantly or 
totally reassure us. We have 
heard them before and we know 
that Soviet Communist doctrine 
prescribes the use of such words 
as guile. 

If the Soviet leaders are 
honest, they must recognize 
that, if there is to be a new 
world climate, they must con- 
tribute to it more than they 
have yet contributed. 

The United States is quite 
prepared to explore ways to 
end the present tension. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has already 
made that clear. We shall, I 
hope, never grow weary or 
discouraged in our quest for 
peace. But what the United 
States does, cannot achieve 
the desired goal unless there 
is an equivalent response. 

Occasions are now imminent 
which permit, indeed require, 
the Soviet leaders to show 
more authentically their pres- 
ent intentions. 

KOREA. 

The Korean armistice evokes 
a heartfelt welcome. The United 
States is glad that it was able 
to eontribute to it as it did. But

Now we seek 
an opportunity to determine 
whether any one of the great 
powers wants to use Korea for 
its own purposes or whether we 
all will renounce such ambi- 
tions, so that there can be at 
last a united Korea for free 
Koreans. 

The United States itself seeks 
no pretext for using Korea as a 
place for building up a military

If Soviet Russia and Com- 
munist China are willing to 
renounce ambitions which 
would be served by control of 
North Korea, then ft should 
be possible to unite Korea 
under conditions which will 
enable the Koreans freely to 
manage their own affairs. 

So far the Communist side 
is pursuing dilatory tactics. 
The United States, pursuant 
to this assembly’s resolution 
of Aug. 28, 1953, after con- 
sultation among the 17 nations 
nominated to represent the 
United Nations side, proposed 
a specific time) and specific 
places for the meeting. This 
proposal was received by the 
Chinese Communists on Sept. 
5. A response made on Sept. 
15, was merely a reference te 
the proposal which the Chi- 
nese Communists made to this 
assembly that it should reopen 
its past decision and review 
its 10-day debate of last month 
with reference to the com- 
position of the conference. 

Meanwhile, Oct. 28, the last 
day for the opening of the 
conference, as recommended 
by the armistice agreement, is 
rapidly approaching without 
any possibility of making the 
necessary time - consuming 
preparations. 

We are forced to doubt that 
the Communist side really 
wants te comply with the 
armistice and face up to the 
problem of withdrawing their 
forces from Korea and creat- 
ing a united and independent 


Korea. 
INDOCHINA. 

Let me turn to Indochina. 
There, the fighting continues. 
Communist forces are seeking to 
gain political power by military 
violence. Their military strength 
comes from a steady flow.of mil- 
itary supplies from Communist 
China and Soviet Russia and 
from the Soviet-controlled Skoda 


government by its declaration 
of July 3, 1953, bas announed its 
intention of completing § the 
process of transferring to the 
governments of the three asso- 
ciated states such remaining 
powers as are needed to perfect 
independence to their own sat- 
isfaction. 
The C inated ar- 
mies in Indochina have no 
shadow of a claim to be regarded 
as the champions of an inde- 
pendence movement. If the So- 
viet bloc countries outside of In- 
dochina, persist in promoting 
war in Indochina, they cannot 
be surprised if their conduct is 
taken as proof that they adhere 
to the design to extend their 
rule by methods of violence. 
Southeast Asia affords the 
Soviet leaders a chance to give 
substance to their peaceful 
words. We anxiously await 
their verdict. 


GERMANY. 
Germany is another area 
where the present purposes of 
the great powers face an ines- 
capable testing. 

When Germany surrendered 
over eight years ago, four zones 
of occupation were created, one 
each for Britain, France, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. This was deemed:a con- 
venient way for the Allies to 
administer the first phases of 
the surrender terms. It was nev- 
er intended that Germany should 
be indefinitely partitioned. Over 
four years ago, Britain, France 
and the United States put their 
zones together and enabled the 
Germans there to have free 
elections and build their own 
political community. The Ger- 
mans in the Soviet zone have 
been denied that unity and that 
opportunity. 

The division of Germany can- 
not be perpetuated without grave 
risks. For no great people will 
calmly accept mutilation, 

Since the foreign ministers 
conference in Moscow in 1947, 
many efforts have been made to 
unite Germany and to establish 
through free elections an all- 
German government with which 
peace could be depen@ably ne- 
gotiated. The task has proved 
one of immense difficulty. The 
Russian people, like the French 
people, have not forgotten what 
their nation suffered from Hit- 
lerite Germany during the sec-

AUSTRIA presents another 
test case. At the Foreign Min- 
isters meeting held in Moscow 
in 1943, the governments of the 
Soviet Union, the United King- 
dom and the United States de- 
clared their purpose to restore 
the independence of Austria. 
That declaration remains to be 
honored. An _ Austrian § state 
treaty was virtually completed 
six and one half years ago. To- 
day there is no substantial item 
of disagreement. The 
Union has now said it prefers 
not to continue to deal with 
this matter through deputies of 
the foreign ministers. So, the 
three western occupying powers 
have offered to conclude an Aus- 
trian treaty at a meeting of 
foreign ministers which has been 
proposed. So far that proposal, 
also, has met with no_response. 

SOVIET SATELLITES 
IN EUROPE. 

The entire situation in east- 
ern and central Europe is bound 
to be a cause of great concern. 
The peoples there are essential- 
ly religious people and they are 
essentially partiotic people. They 
have a spiritual faith that is en- 
during and great traditions 
which will never be forgotten. 

It is not in the interest of 
peace, or the other goals of our 
charter, that the once independ- 
ent peoples of Europe should 
feel that they can no longer 
live by their traditions and their 
faith. 

It is charged that unrest only 
exists among them as it is ar- 
tifically stimulated from with- 
out. 

That is true only in the sense 
that faith is contagious and 
penetrates even curtains of iron. 
The American people, like many 


others, hold to the belief which 
our founders expressed in the 


Soviet 


Declaration of Indep endence, 
that governments derive their 
just powers only from the con- 
sent of the governed. Also, we 
believe, as Abraham Lincoln put 
it, that there is “something in 
that declaration giving liberty, 
not alone to the people of this 
country, but hope to the world 
for all future time.” 

No peace can be enduring 
which repudiates the concept 
that government should rest on 
free consent, or which denies to 
others the mt taclragy to em- 
brace that concept. We do not 
conceal that conviction and no 
United States Government could 
contain it. 

But our creed does not call 
for exporting revolution and in- 
citing others to violence. Let 
me make that emphatic. We be- 
lieve that violent change usually 
destroys what it would gain. We 
put our hopes in the vast pos- 
sibilities of peaceful change. 


Our hope is that the Soviet | 
Communist leaders, before it i 


too late, will recognize that love 
of God, love of country and 
sense of human dignity, always 
survive Repressive measures 
inevitably lead to resentment 
and bitterness and _ perhaps 
something more. That does not 
come about through: artificial 
stimulation, but because the 
Creator endowed all human be- 
oro with the spark of spiritual 
ife.

Blue Cross Asked by Hos- 
pital Council to Admit 
Such Institutions. 


A proposal to admit osteo- 
pathic hospitals to full member- 
ship in the St, Louis Blue Cross 
hospitalization plan was adopted 
yesterday by a special meeting 
of the Greater St. Louis Hos- 
pital Council, representing 28 
medical hospitals in the city and 
St. Louis county. 

The Blue Cross corporate 
membership, which last June de- 
feated a similar proposal by six 
votes, has scheduled a special 
meeting for next Wednesday to 
reconsider an amendment to the 
by-laws of Group Hospital Serv- 
ice, Inc., which would open the 
way for osteopathic hospitals to 
Blue Cross membership. Group 
Hospital Service, Inc., adminis- 
ters the Blue Cross plan. 

Yesterday’s resolution, declar- 
ing that ‘free choice is part of 
the American tradition,” said the 
tradition should apply to the se- 
lection of the type of medical 
and hospital care used by Blue 
Cross members. The resolution 
also pointed out that medical 
staffs are appointed by the gov- 
erning boards of the hospitals 
and the admission of osteopathic 
hospitals to Blue Cross partici- 
pation would not affect the 
privilege. 

It was also pointed out it can- 
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not be expected that parties to 
industrial hospitalization con- 
tracts will select Blue Cross if 
members using osteopathic hos- 
pitals are penalized. 


It was reported at the meet- 
ing that officers and trustees of 
the Missouri Hospital Associa- 
tion, 125 medical hospitals in 
Missouri, have recommended 
adoption of the amendment in 
a letter to Blue Cross. 

' Present rules require that hos- 
pitals seeking Blue Cross affil- 
iation be approved by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons, the 
American Medical Association 
of the local medical society, in 
addition to approval by the 
board of trustees. The require- 
ment has prevented admission

Explosion on Eleventh Floor 
of Downtown Building Is 
Seventh Since Aug. 29.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 17 
~Kansas City was jolted by an- 
other mysterious black powder 
bombing yesterday. It knocked 
out two walls, a door and a 
window of a physician’s exam 
ination room. 

The bombing, seventh here 
since Aug. 29, occurred on the 
eleventh floor of the downtown 
Bryant building as many per- 
sons passed by in the street*be- 
low. One woman was cut in the 
legs by falling glass and another 
suffered a back injury in a mill- 
ing crowd which gathered after 
the explosion. . 

Chief of Police Bernard Bran- 
non said he “hoped” police had 
two good clues this time. One 
was the imprint of a foot in 
fresh paint on a stairway lead- 
ing from the bombed room. The | 
other was fingerprints on a door | 
to the room which had been 
forced open. 

No clues were offered by the 
bomb itself. As in the six previ- 
ous bombings—all of business 
establishments—there were no 
fragments indica what con- 
tainer was used or Whether the 
explosion was ignited by a fuse. 

The explosion was in one of 
the offices used by Dr. Hugh 
Hamilton, Dr. R. S. Higgins and 
Dr. W. S. Alsop. Dr. Higgins and 
Dr. Alsop were in consultation 
in an adjoining room and were 
thrown from their chairs, but 
not injured. 

The physicians said a patient 
had been in the room about 10 
minutes before the bombing. Dr. 
Hamilton walked past three min- 
utes before the blast without 
noticing anything or anybody. 

Damage was estimated 
more than $2000. 

In addition to the seven Kan- 
sas City bombings two other 
blasts occurred in rural Jackson 
county about five miles east of 
Independence. Dynamite was 
used in those cases, however. A 
school and a school bus were 
damaged.

WEST EUROPE 
LAGS IN PACE 
OF PRODUCTION 


Consultative Assembly 
Is Told Increase Is 
Less in U.S. and So- 


viet Empire. 


STRASBORUG, Sept. 17 (AP) 
--A European economic expert 
warned yesterday that western 
Europe is falling behind the 
Soviet empire as well as behind 
the United States in the race for 
increased production. 

Bernard Lafay, Secretary of 


State for Economic Affairs in 
the French Government, told the 
European Consultative Assembly 
that the West is merely conduct- 
ing a holding action on the 
economic front in free Europe. 
Lafay spoke on behalf of the 
18-member Organization for 
European Economic Co-opera- 
tion in presenting an OEEC re- 
port to the assembly on the pro- 
gress toward economic integra- 
tion and increased productivity. 
“We are very far from having 
progressed at the rate con- 
sidered possible two years ago,” 
he said. “Indeed, we cannot 
compare in this respect either 
with North America or the coun- 
tries behind the nron curtain.” 

The OEEC’s declared policy of 

liberalizing intra-European trade 
is gravely compromised, he said, 
by the restrictions which both 
France and Britain have imposed 
to safeguard their currencies. 

“The organization's policy for 
the liberalization of trade will 
continue to be in grave danger 
s0 long as two great markets, 
which play a very important 
part in intera-European trade, 
find themselves unable to revert 
to a policy of liberalizing im- 
ports on a wide scale.” 

Lafay said over-all industrial 
production in the 18 OEEC 
members has recovered slightly. 
Comparing the second quarters 
of 1952 and 1953, he said the 
total output was 5 per cent 
higher this year than last. 

The trade balances of the 
OEEC nations as a group with 
the rest of the world improved. 
The deficit of $1,607,000,000 in 
the first quarter of 1952 was cut 
to $1,190,000,000 in the corres- 
ponding period of this year.

athletics at the University 
of Missouri, has a pet peeve 
against football coaches who 
can spread a wet blanket of

“We haven't got a 
chance,” Coach Howie Lyes 
will sob. 


Spurling can’t understand 
that negative build-up. “When 
the circus comes to town,” he 
has said more than once, “you 
don’t find the manager walk- 
ing down the street, button- 
holing everyone to announce 
that the elephant has a hang- 
nail or the lion is bedded down 
with whooping cough, do 
you?” 

It so happens this time that 
Mizzou’s Don Faurot is at 
least mildly optimistic about 
a season opening Saturday 
at Columbia against Maryland, 
a positive condition that still 
hasn't increased the prospects 
of having a crowd larger than 
20,000. But Spurling really 
would weep over unsold tick- 
ets if he were business man- 
ger of muscle for the visit- 
ing Terrapins. 

With a straight face, Jim 
‘Tatum, coach of a squad picked 
in two prominent polls to fin- 
ish second in the nation this 
season, told a press confer- 
ence at Washington this week 
that while he expected the 
Terps would score a “couple 
of touchdowns,” he figured 
Missouri would tally more 
times than in the previous 
four games in which he has 
played—and defeated—teach- 
er Faurot’s teams. That would 
be more than 23 points, the 
Tigers’ total for one game with 
Oklahoma and three with 
Maryland.

Big Test of New Rule, 


Coaches and Players. 


HILE an upset always Is 
W) possibie—the Tigers came 

within 79 seconds of top- 
ping the Terps last year—the 
most interesting thing about 
Saturday’s game is likely to be 
the first test of the new rule 
that has eliminated the two- 
platoon system and the one- 
way football player. 


Like Faurot, Tatum and 
some other veteran coaches 
confident of their own ability 
to teach the game, Carl Snave- 
ly at Washington, U. is happy 
that the day of the. specialist 
is gone. “I began to believe I 
was a traffic cop instead of a 
coach,” Snavely observed the 
other day. “The two-platocn 
was as silly as having one 
team hit and another field 
baseball.” 

Still another noted author- 
ity, Bud Wilkinson at Okla- 
homa, contends that the use 
of players on both offease and 
defense will lead to a return 
to the old Army game—Notre 
Dame, that is—fostered by 
the master himself, Knute 
Rockne. Rock would direct his 
quarterback to feel out the 
enemy, probe until he found 
the softest defensive spot and 
then use it as his bread-and- 
butter opening when he 
needed important yardage. 

“It stands to reason,” said 
Wilkinson, “that few players 
are aS good one way as the 
other, a condition that could 
be covered up under the two- 
platoon system by, for in- 
stance, replacing a defensive- 
ly-poor passing star with a 
standout secondary man. 
That’s out now. At Okla- 
homa, we're going to explore 
until we find the weakest 
link and we're going to try 
to break it.” 

When the professionals were 
here last weekend, Stout Steve 
Owen, though an advocate of 
the old rough-and-tumble 60- 
minute man, pointed out quite 
frankly that a key reason the 
pros retained the two-platoon 
system after the colleges 
kicked it out was to protect 
precious needle - threading 
passers from getting creamed 
on defense.

This last variety 
has a short season, so if you 
want it better not delay. 


You will find a wide variance 
in the prices of tomatoes.

SUUASH HAS MANY 


HE French have their delect- 
T able au gratins, the Italians 

are known for spaghetti, the 
English for savory Yorkshire 
pudding. But did you know that 
long before the Santa Maria 
made her maiden voyage in 1492 
the North American Indian also 
had a favorite food? They called 
it “askutasquash” and, along 
with corn and beans, it com- 
prised a trio they called their 
“three sisters.” 


Corn, beans and askutasquash, 
or squash as we call it, are still 
three of America’s favorite foods.

(GUIDE TO FOLLOW WHEN

AGAINST SENATE 
INQUIRY WITNESS 


Julius Reiss Was Identi- 
fied as Professional 
Revolutionary in Red 
Party. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (UP)—| 
Senator Joseph R,.. McCarthy | 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said today he | 


would ask the Senate for a con- 
tempt citation against an Ameri- 
can employe of the Polish Unit- 
ed Nations delegation who 
refused to answer questions 
about his alleged Communist 
party activities. 


McCarthy, conducting hear- 
ings here as head of the_Senate 
Permanent subcommittee on In- 
vestigations, said he would start 
contempt proceedings against 
Julius Reiss when the Senate 
convenes next month, 

Reiss, since 1950, a docu- 
mentation clerk for the Polish 
delegation, was identified at an 
open committee session by a 
former Communist official as a 
one-time high Communist func- 
tionary known within the party 
as Joel Remes. 

Paul Crouch, a Communist 
official for 15 years who broke 
with the party in 1942, testi- 
fied that in the 1930s he had 
known Reiss as “a professional 
revolutionary of the Communist 
party.” 

Party Aid in. New Orleans. 

Crouch said Reiss was in 1936- 
38 Communist organizational 
secretary in New Orleans. 

Reiss declined to answer a 
series of questions. He refused 
to say whether he ever was 
known as Remes, whether he got 
his U.N. job through a top Com- 
munist functionary, whether he 
engaged in Communist party. ac-

‘You Are in Contempt’ 

After the reading, McCarthy 
told Reiss: 

“You have not properly in- 
voked your constitutional privi- 
lege (of refusing to answer on 
grounds of incrimination). You 
are in contempt of this commit- 
tee. I am getting very sick of 
having men engaged in Com- 
munist conspiracy take refuge 
in the Fifth amendment.” 

The Senator then said he 
would ask for the contempt cita- 
tion. 

Reiss denied he had worked 
with a law firm helping prepare 
the defense for the 11 top Unit- 
ed States Communists in 1949. 
McCarthy then produced an in- 
come tax return showing pay- 
ments to Reiss from the firm. 

McCarthy noted for the record 
that Blaine Sloan, a member of 
the U.N. legal staff, was sitting 
in as an observer. 

McCarthy said the United 
States’ chief U.N. delegate, Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge, “has assured 
me he is deeply interested” in 
anything the committee might 
learn about the possibility of 
American Communists filtering 
into the United Nations.

LEAVE WAX IN EARS 
~ DOCTOR ASS 


Its Removal Cause of Many 
Infections, St. Louisan 
Says. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 17—The 


normal amount of wax in the/|¢ 


ears if a very good thing and 
should be left alone, Dr. Ben 
H. Senturia of St. Louis advised 
yesterday. Mothers who think 
that wax in their babies’ ears is 
evidence of uncleanliness and 
who insist on removing all the 
wax are making a mistake, he 
said. 

Dr. Senturia, assistant clin- 
ical otolaryngologist of Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine, speaking before the Inter- 
national College of Surgeons, 
said that many troubles in the 
ear canal may be due to lack of 
natural wax secretion. 

If the skin in the ear dries 
out, it doesn’t have the natural 
protective coating of wax. Then 
fungi and germs can take root 
in the cracked skin, starting in- 
fections that are extremely dif- 
ficult to cure, he believes. 

The condition occurs in hot, 
humid weather, especially among 
persons who swim a good deal. 
He told of hundreds of soldiers 
and airmen knocked out of ac- 
tion by painful, swollen ears. 
At a Florida military installa- 
tion, he said, it is not unusual 
for 50 to 100 men a day to re- 
port ear trouble. 

Dr. Senturia is testing a com- 
pound which he hopes approx- 
imates natural,ear wax and can 
replace it. He cautioned that 
his report was “entirely prelim- 
inary” and his conclusion “‘pure- 
ly tentative.” The work is un- 
der Air Force auspices. 

In discussing ear problems in 
general, he remarked that if a 
bug gets in your ear, the best 
way to get it out is to hold a 
flashlight near the ear.

HE big question of the next six months for western diplomats 
in the Far East is whether President Syngman Rhee of South 
Korea can be persuaded to accept the de facto partition of 


Korea. 


From the vantage point of Seoul and Tokyo it is frankly con- 
ceded that the post-armistice political canference has little chance 
of dislodging Communist rule from the north—as the Communists 


themselves are taking care to emphasize. . 


Rhee’s official position, as set 
forth at a farewell interview 
with this correspondent, is that 
despite the “temporary post- 
ponement” of his decision to 
continue hostilities he can never 
settle for less than unification 
of his country. 

He Expects Opinion to Shift. 

Rhee considers this postpone- 
ment to be a gesture to public 
opinion, an effort to show to 
the world and particularly to 
America that South Korea, de- 
spite its own suspicions of the 
Reds, will have explored every 
peaceful avenue. In explaining 
his motives, he said he had the 
conviction that American public 
opinion is gradually swinging to 
greater sympathy for South 
Korea’s position on unification 


and if negotiations fail and Com-} 


munist intrasigeance has been 
demonstrated the United States 
“would not fail” to assist South 
Korea if she resumes hostil- 
ities. , 

“I don’t see how your country 
could do anything else,” Rhee 
stated. 

There is considerable concern 
in American diplomatic circles 
in the Far East that the South 
Korean president is miscalcu- 
lating the temper of the Amer- 
ican public and seriously under- 
estimating the general war- 
weariness in the United States. 

The western response to 
Rhee’s threat to renew hostil- 
ities rather than accert parti- 
tion of his country is typified 
by the remark of a senior 
American diplomat at Seoul who 
observed to-this correspondent: 
“The old man can’t really mean 
it—or can he?” 

The nagging element of doubt 
persists even though it is hard 
for most westerners to believe 
that Rhee would risk his pres- 
ent gains, including tremendous 
United Nations economic aid. So 
with fingers crossed the United 
States is proceeding on the as- 
sumption that in the end Rhee's 
threats will prove to be a bluff. 

Outside Aid Significant. 

The most important causes for 
pessimism about the prospects 
of dislodging the Reds from 
North Korea are the actions and 
pronouncements in the last six 
weeks of the Chinese North Ko- 
reans and Russians. 

During the celebrations of 
Aug. 15, the anniversary of Ko- 
rea’s liberation from the Japa- 
nese in 1945, Moscow, Peking, 
and Pyongyang joined in an- 
nouncing program for investing 
millions in the rehabilitation of 
North Korea. The basic and 
long-term nature of the project- 
ed investment is not calculated 
to encourage the belief that 
North Korea will be allowed to 
slip from the Red orbit. 

Also in observance of the Aug. 
15 anniversary official Red pro- 
nouncements were categorical 
in telling the world that Com- 
munist rule is in North Korea 
not only to stay but if possible 
to spread. 

Writing on this subject, Red 
China’s official government or- 


gan, Jeh Min Jih Pao, stated: 
“The magnificent achievements 
made by the Korean Democratic 
People’s Republic from Aug. 15 
to the outbreak of the United 
States aggressive war against 
Korea are due to the democratic 
reform and economic transfor- 
mation carried out under the 
leadership of the Korean Com- 
munist party with the fraternal 
aid of the Soviet Union. Despite 
the savage slaughters earried on 
by the United States, the Ko- 
rean Democratic Republic has 
not only remained unshaken but 
has become more mighty. This 
gives Asian people still greater 
confidence that they can free 
themselves from the 
imperialism.” 

Big Military Buildup. 


North Korean’s battere 


A well-trained Communist 
North Korea army of 250,000 
men is supposed to emerge from 
this Manchurian training center 
before winter sets in. These 
troops are in addition to the 
Communist North Korean troops 
who were in the line when the 
armistice was signed. 

It already has been publicly 
reported that Red jets—in viola- 
tion of the truce agreement— 
are using airfields in North Ko- 
rea. But more important from 
the long-range point of view are 
reports reaching the West that 
supplies such as gasoline and 
spare parts are being stockpiled 
in the vicinity of these airfields. 

No Reason for Change. 

But the fundamental point to 
diplomats looking at the pro- 
jected post-armistice negotia- 
tions on Korea from close range 
is that there is no visible reason 
why. the Reds should abandon 
North Korea. 

The most obvious inducement 
—military pressure on the bat- 
tlefield—has already been re- 
linquished. 

The Communists have evi- 
dence that they will get trade 
benefits even if Korea does re- 
main divided so long as the 
present “peace” continues. 

Red China’s admission to the 
United Nations is a bargaining 
point that many of the’ Allies 
would like to see used. The 
United States, however, is on 
record as opposed to this con- 
cession. 

Communist propaganda fre- 
action to Rhee’s threats to re- 
new hostilities indicates that 
this is a source of concern to 
the Reds. But there is no evi- 
dence that the Reds will give 
up North Korea because of the 
possibility that hostilities might 
be renewed, particularly if it 
looks as if the United States 
can be counted on to stay out 
of any future conflict.

Economy in Government 
the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Pressure on the new Administra- 
tion broken 
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Unneeded and Dangerous 


“Overwhelming” adoption of a modified form 
of the Bricker Amendment is predicted by Sen- 
ator Lyndon B, Johnson of Texas, the Demo- 
cratic leader. His promise to support such a 
measure affecting the treaty-making powers of 
the President and the Senate makes his talk 
all the more disturbing. 

This suggestion of major Democratic as well 
as Republican support fully justifies the alarm 
raised against the proposal by Senator Wiley, 
the Republican chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who calls it a smoke screen 
for an attack on the policy of collective security. 
Likewise it justifies the opposition of President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles. 

Senator Johnson says that only confusion 
over wording of the amendment has so far 
prevented ‘its adoption. In its revised form, he 
says, it will have two major objectives: 

First, to make sure that no treaty will deprive 
Americans of any of their constitutional rights. 

Second, to make sure that the President has 
all the authority he needs to conduct our for- 
eign affairs. 

If these really were the only purposes of the 
amendment, it would be as unnecessary as 
another amendment specifying that the Presi- 
dent is the chief executive officer of the Gov- 
ernment. The United States Supreme Court 
has absolute authority to make sure that no 
constitutional right is abrogated or modified 
by treaty, statute or amy device whatsoever. 
And the test of 160 years shows that the Con- 
stitution confers on the President all the author- 
ity he needs even in this age of quick decisions. 

No, the proposal is obviously calculated to 
make it more difficult for the President—and 
also for the treaty-approving two-thirds of the 
Senate—to ratify new international agreements, 
especially those emanating from the United Na- 
tions. As Benjamin V. Cohen, former United 
States delegate to the United Nations, points 
out in the Northwestern University Law Review, 
the backers of the Bricker Amendment have 
already revealed their fear of three United 
Nations proposals: the genocide convention and 
the so far ill-starred conventions to increase 
freedom of information in the world and to 
implement the Declaration of Human Rights 
unanimously adopted by the Assembly. 

It is seriously damaging to the prestige of the 
United States that efforts should be made to 
hobble the ability of this Government to make 
international agreements just when it is urging 
almost unprecedented treaties on other nations. 
For example, Washington is asking France to 
go against centuries of history and emotion to 
accept German troops in an international army. 
We have pushed the Schuman pool of Europe's 
coal and iron resources, and we are urging 
greater sacrifices of national sovereignty for 
the sake of Europe’s political unification. 

Yet Senator Bricker and those supporting 
him would restrict this nation’s exercise of the 
treaty-making power, already protected by the 
requirement of a two-thirds Senate vote and 
the final authority of the Supreme Court. 

It is difficult not to conclude that the advo- 
cates of the Bricker amendment are trying to 
stir up an unfounded fear among us and to ex- 
ploit it for their own political advantage—not 
a pretty picture in the nation to which most of 
the world looks for leadership. 
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Drummond to the Herald Tribune 
If the New York Herald Tribune lost one of 
the ablest of Washington correspondents in the 
sudden death of Bert Andrews while on the 
summer White House assignment at Denver, it 
has obtained an outstanding Washington report- 
er and commentator to succeed him.

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A Bus for the Holy Ghost Pupils 


Mayor Bangert of Berkeley City, in St. Louis 
county, has presented the Holy Ghost Catholic 
School with a bus to transport the community's 
Roman Catholic’ parochial school children. Mr. 
Bangert is a Protestant and he makes his gift in 
an attempt to exemplifyxthe “Christian spirit.” 
His hope is to reduce the animosities that have 
arisen in the wake of the Missouri Supreme 
Court decision, applied by a ruling of Attorney 
General Dalton, that public school funds cannot 
legally be used to assist in private education. 

Mr. Bangert’s gift doubtless will be received 
in the splendid spirit in which it is made. It 
does not solve the problem for the entire state 
of Missouri, but it will make the situation much 
easier in Berkeley City. And that points the 
way for other communities. 

There are more than 250 religious denomina- 
tions in the United States and all will be infi- 
nitely better off if none of them receives finan- 
cial help from public funds. Due to the separa- 
tion of church and state and through private sup- 
port alone, churches have prospered in this 
country as nowhere else in the world. Mayor 
Bangert’s gift of a school bus to the Holy Ghost 
pupils is in that cherished tradition, 
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Kerr Bill in New Dress 

Efforts in Congress to weaken regulation of 
natural gas rates are opposed by a committee of 
the National Institute of Municipal Law Officers 
on grounds that are unanswerable. The city 
attorneys say two proposed bills would result in 
“unreasonable rates’ which would be “paid by 
the ultimate consumers whom we represent.” 

These bills, sponsored by Representative Lyle 
of Texas and Representative Hinshaw of Cali- 
fornia, have the same objective 'as the bill 
offered two years ago by Senator Kerr of Okla- 
homa, That objective is to let the natural gas 
producers squirm out from under regulation 
so that they can soak the consumer for all he 
ds worth. At the time of the Kerr bill it was 
estimated this would be $500,000,000 a year. 

After the Kerr bill’s veto by President Tru- 
man, the Federal Power Commission turned 
around and did by administrative decision what 
Senator Kerr had been trying to do by legisla- 
tion. It disclaimed authority to regulate the 
Phillips Petroleum Co., which meant that it was 
withdrawing from regulation of natural gas 
prices charged by the producer to the dis- 
tributor. As the New York Herald Tribune 
pointed out, that is “the point at which the 
price of natural gas is actually fixed,” and 
when it is omitted “not much” is left “in the 
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way of authority over rates.” The District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals has ruled the FPC 
possesses the right to set the rate charged by 
producers, and the case is now on the way to 
the Supreme Court. FPC is thus in the unpre- 
possessing position of an agency for the pro- 
tection of consumers which has thrown the con- 
sumers to the wolves because it says it lacks 
authority which the court affirms it possesses. 

The Lyle and Hinshaw bills would over- 
rule the court and sanction the FPC’s abandon- 
ment of this segment of its public trust. 
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Toward One Police Force 


The number of possible options for im- 
proving law enforcement in St. Louis county 
has been narrowed to four. Of these the. most 
attractive and generally beneficial, we believe, 
is the one for establishing a joint city-county 
police department. 

Such a choice would recognize the plain fact 
that St. Louls and St. Louis county compose 
a single metropolitan area which surely could 
be policed more effectively and more eco- 
nomically by one force than by two or more. 
The metropolitan approach seems to offer the 
best possibilities for efficient service in transit 
and sewers, and there is no reason why it ought 
not to apply in law enforcement as well. 

The three other options fall short in varying 
degrees. A compulsory consolidated police de- 
partment for the county alone would, in our 
opinion, prove to be considerably more costly to 
create, since it would require expensive cen- 
tralized facilities that already exist in the city. 
It also is questionable whether it would be as 
effective as a metropolitan force. 

An integrated, voluntary department cover- 
ing the unincorporated areas of the county, 
plus those municipalities willing to be included, 
suffers from a limited potential. And even if 
it grew into a county-wide system—a possibility 
not guaranteed—it still would not offer the ad- 
vantages of a metropolitan system. 

The fourth and, we believe, worst possible 
option is the one to strengthen the existing 
Sheriff’s office and let it go at that. Elimina- 
tion of the Sheriff's office was recommended 
by a county grand jury as far back as 1939. 
It ought to be clear by now that the sheriff 
is an anachronism that will have to go. 

Creation of a metropolitan police force would 
pose a great many legal, financial and other 
problems. As a starter, perhaps the Citizens’ 
Commission on Law Enforcement in the county 
might seek to uncover as many of them as it 
can to show how steep the hurdle is, 

At the same time, the St. Louis City Admin- 
istration might look into the matter. It might, 
for example, find this a convenient time to 
move to eliminate the Sheriff's office in the 
city and turn its functions over to the metro- 
politan force. Certainly it would be a mistake 
for St. Louis to sit back and consider this mere- 
ly another county problem. 
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Slipping Across the Border 

The Montreal Star in a sensational report 
says an international smuggling ring is slipping 
hundreds of aliens into the United States from 
Canada, Canadian police scoff at this. They 
point to the efficiency of the United States Im- 
migration Service. 

What are the facts about aliens entering this 
country illegally? Attorney General Brownell 
himself has shown to what extent illegal move- 
ment is possible..He reported that the Border 
Patrol caught 389,000 Mexican “wetbacks” in a 
year, but another 100,000 went unapprehended. 
Unofficial estimates of illegal entrants not 
caught go much higher. 

No American should assume that his frontiers 
are absolutely impenetrable to illegal, undesira- 
ble and even dangerous aliens. They are not 
and the principal reason they are not is that the 
Immigration Service has only some 1080 men to 
patrol 5000 long miles of our continental bor- 
ders—one guard for five miles if all were on 
duty at once. 

However efficient, the Immigration Service is 
not big enough for its job. It is not big enough 
because of geography and because of the Mc- 
Carran Immigration Act. That law added to the 
burden on the service and is so restrictive of 
legal immigration that the pressure of illegal 
entry is bound to increase. 

Unfortunately, the Eisenhower Administration 
cut out the Truman budget proposal for an ad- 
ditional $2,000,000 to add 335 men to the Border 
Patrol. That was part of the economy program. 
But Attorney General Brownell is now reported 
considering a request for more funds. This is a 
constructive second thought which should help 
to guard our borders.

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A Two-Point Advance 

One of our letter writers, in swatting back at 
the Sage of O'Fallon (O'Fallon, Ill, that is, not 
O'Fallon, Mo.) asks W. J. Shea if he is satis- 
fied with the Eisenhower Administration's 4 
per center, Warren L. Stephenson.

A third redcap, able to speak Spanish 
fluently, questioned her. He found that 
the woman had a brother in New York. 
The redcaps located him, and Mr. Bow- 
ers—once a valet 
for America’s elder an 
statesman Bernard Nell J 
Baruch — stayed Nu ip 
with the woman ce er ees 
until the brother | ek, 
arrived to take her 
home. 

All this was in 
an ordinary day’s 
work for the red- 
caps, a group of 
workers — about 
12,000 nationally— 
due far more atten- 
tion than they 
usually get in the 
bustle of a big-city 
depot. 

Among railroad redcaps, members of 
CIO’s United Transport Service Em- 
ployees, are many who have medical or 
law degrees, are ordained ministers, 
hold teaching certificates, or are col- 
lege graduates or students. 


Job Regarded as a Profession 


Robert Lewin, labor writer for the 
Chicago Daily News, recently toured 
the city’s nine major railroad stations. 
He reported afterward that he had 
found in them redcaps able to help 
those who need a doctor, the advice of 
a lawyer, the comfort of a minister, or 
a quick answer to a scholarly question. 
And he commented that he had found 
that Chicago’s redcaps quite obviously 
are among “the nation’s -nost educated” 
laborites, 


Take Emerson C. Watts, president of 
the Chicago CIO redcaps’ local union, 
as an example: Seventeen years a red- 
cap, Mr. Watts is a graduate of Fisk 
University at Nashville, where he was 
a star football fullback. He later took 
graduate work at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. 

Why is he a redcap, with such a 
background? To Mr. Watts, and to 
many like him in the nation’s terminals, 
the work of a redcap is not just a job; 
it’s a profession, one that pays reason- 
ably well ($75 to $90 a week, on the 
average, with many earning consider- 
ably more) and that gives a satisfying 
sense of service. 


The situation in Chicago is typical of 
that throughout the country; redcap 
jobs are filled substantially with the 
graduates of colleges or of students in 
colleges and professional schools. The 
president of the United Transport 


_ 


Service Employees, Willard Saxby 
Townsend Sr. of Chicago, is unques- 
tionably one of the best educated union 
leaders. He studied in a premedical 
school at the University of Toronto for 
two years; received a degree in chem- 
istry at the Royal Academy of Science 
in Canada; and has an honorary doctor 
of laws degree from Wilberforce Uni- 
versity. 


One of the nation’s foremost Negroes, 
he has been active for years in cam- 
paigns for improved race relations, and 
has been a prolific writer on the Negro 
viewpoint in public affairs—always on 
sound and conservative grounds, 


‘Alumni’ of Redcaps’ Union 


Mr. Townsend likes fo cite “alumni” 
of the redcaps’ union, among them: Dr. 
Joseph Walker, a Winston-Salem, N.C., 
surgeon who lugged bags in Chicago 
while studying; James Nabrit, secre- 
tary of Howard University, in Washing- 
ton, and an honor graduate (Order of 
Coif) of Northwestern’s Law School; 
Lester B. Granger, New York, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Urban 
League, president of the National Con- 
ference of Social work, and a Dart- 
mouth graduate; Representative Adam 
Clayton Powell Jr., a New York Demo- 
crat; and Dr. James Wilson, now head 
of a sanitarium in New York’s Harlem. 


Mr. Townsend is equally proud of 
his working redcaps, and likes to tell 
stories about them. About the “preach- 
ing porter of track 13” in New York’s 
Grand Central Terminal, for instance. 
Ralston Crosby Young, Redcap No. 42, 
leads a prayer meeting in a coach in- 
side Gate 13 at noon every Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. At first intend- 
ed only for other railroad employes 
during their lunch hour, the services 
now draw bankers, business men, ste- 
nographers, clerks and many others. 


Railroads’ Sound Investment 


“There’s lots of people you can't get 
into a church that will slip into a dark- 
ened railroad car,” Mr. Young says. 
The New York Central Railroad long 
ago took official notice of the redcap’s 
prayer service by setting aside a coach 
for him. 

Then there’s Washington Redcap No, 
7, the Rev. Washington Burrell, who 
earns his living carrying bags so that 
he can serve his Trinity Baptist Church 
without salary. He once scolded a Sen- 
ator for using profanity. “You slept in 
peace all night,” he told him. “It wasn’t 
just the engineer that brought you here 
safely. You should pray, not curse.” 
The Senator silently gave the redcap a 
$5 tip—which went into Trinity Bap- 
tist’s building fund. 

Railroads say they lose money on 
redcap service, but they add that it is 
a worth-while loss—a sound investment

Between Book Ends 


Reactionaries and Realists 
REBELS AND ANCESTORS, by Maxwell Geismar. 

{Houghton Mifflin Co., 435 pgs., $4.50.) 

This is volume three of a projected 
five-volume study under the general 
title, “The Novel in America,” and it 
covers the period between 1890 and 
1915. The novelists considered—Frank 
Norris, Stephen Crane, Jack London, 
Ellen Glasgow and Theodore Dreiser— 
might be termed the giants of our 
formative realistic period, albeit they 
were in most instances giants maimed 
by circumstance. 


Mr. Geismar finds elements of fail- 
ure and tragedy in the first three writ- 
ers mentioned, since even before their

Dreiser is so anxious to 
make the reader receive the story as 
true that he pretends to have no art 
at all, not even grammar. And this 
itself is high art.” 

Such praise is not to be taken lightly, 
at least by this reviewer, who rates 
Cary greatest of living English novel- 
ists. And Geismar, in his indefatigable 
research, supplements this praise with 
report of an exchange wherein Ford 
Madox Ford questioned Dreiser’s line, 

He looked into her eyes, the same 
were suffused with tears.” 


Dreiser justified the line to Ford by 
Saying, “I live in a country of business 
men, my characters are colored by busi- 
ness. .., 1 imagine by using that lan 
guage I get nearer to them.” 

Mr. Geismar has performed admira- 
bly the function of the critic in that 
his challenging treatment of Dreiser 
will impel many reviewers to dip again 
into the heavy-handed Hoosier’s work.

BROADWAY PREMIERE 
FOR CINEMASCOPE 


$75,000,000 Process Used for 
‘The Robe’—Screen 
Wider, Curved. 


By HAL BOYLE 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP)— 
Hollywood came to Broadway 
last night in a bold $75,000,000 
bid against television. 

The film industry unveiled one 
of its newest processes—Cinema- 
Scope—in a star-studded world 
premiere of “The Robe.” 

It was as glamorous as the 
opening of the Metropolitan 
Opera season, and added several 
more million candlepower of glit- 
ter to the Great White Way. It 


was a black tie and mink jacket 
event, and the diamonds on the 
lady guests were outshone only 
by giant searchlights stabbing a 
cloudy Manhattan sky. 

The 6500 invited guests—who 
had to push their way through 
6000 invited _ spectators 
jammed outside the Roxy Thea- 
ter—included Mayor Vincent Im- 
pellitteri, Gen. James Van Fleet, 
and a local restaurant owner 
called Toots Shor. 

Entertainment Figures. 

Also invited were churchmen, 
entertainment celebrities such 
as Milton Berle (and him in tele- 
vision!) and Shirley Booth and 
Mary Martin. So were a few 
scattered millionaires such as 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, and 
diplomats such as Sir Percy 
Spender, Australian Ambassa- 
dor. And more movie execu- 
tives than you could sell a script 
to—at the moment. 

“Gee, and me with only one 
page left in my autograph book,” 
sighed one teen-age girl. 

Few autograph collectors no- 
ticed a small shy elderly beard- 
ed Frenchman who smiled daz- 
edly as his wife gave him a con- 
gratulatory peck on the cheek. 
This was Prof. Henri Chretien, 
who invented Cinema Scope. 

Nor did they pay much at- 
tention to a big breezy fellow 
near the professor. This was 
Spyros Skouras, a former St. 
Louisan, president of Twen¢feth 
Century-Fox, who once shined 
shoes as a boy inrmigrant from 
Greece and now leads a group 
of film giants who hope Cinema- 
Scope will prove the movie in- 
dustry’s best answer to televi- 
sion. 

Some scores of serious-faced 
gentlemen in tuxedos also were 
passed over by the autograph 
fans. These were the bankers 
reported to have raised between 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000 to 
finance CinemaScope on a na- 
tional scale. 

Wider Curved Screen. 

What is Cinescope, and what 
did they see? ‘ 

Well, the traditional movie 
screen is roughly the shape of 
a newspaper page, The screen 
for the debut of Cinemascope is 
wider and curved—as if you 
opened a newspaper in the mid- 
dle and looked at a picture 
spread across both pages. The 
curved screen and special wide- 
angle lenses invented by the 
French professor are supposed 
to give the illusion of depth. 

The picture, based on Lloyd 
Douglas’s best-selling novel, is a 
Biblical drama of the conver- 
sion of the Roman officer in 
charge of the crucification of 
Christ. It was filmed in Techni- 
color, and it cost $4,500,000, 
Many in the audience ap- 
peared uncertain whether the 
debut of Cinemascope proved 
anything. They appeared more 
stunned by the sound effects, 
the brilliant color, and the vast 
images on the huge screen than 
they were moved emotionally by 
the scenes portrayed. It was a 
great spectacle, but Cinema- 
scope — which occasionally 
blurred the images—could not 


-|make it into a great movie. 


The full scope of Cinemascope 
still is to be explored beyond 


. -|\this pioneering effort. 


“I hear,” one spectator said 
on the way out, “that ‘Gone 
With the Wind’ drew $20,000,- 
000 at the box office.” 

“Yeah,” said his friend, “and 
‘Birth of a Nation’ pulled in 
more than that, and it didn’t 
even have color or sound.”

The United States must not 
seem to have shut the door to 
the conference room. And that 
is the impression that is rapidly 
spreading abroad. Properly, too, 
the returning traveler voiced the 
need for this country to take a 
bold, courageous lead in trying 
to bring about world disarma- 
ment, 

That is the expectation and 
the hope of America’s friends 
everywhere above and beyond 
the necessities of daily diplo- 
macy to meet the crisis that re- 
cur on the hour every hour.

President Eisenhower offered 
Stevenson a place on the special 
delegation to the U.N. session 
that has just convened in New 
York. He declined and it went 
instead to Gov. James F. Byrnes 
of South Carolina. 

There may be those who wili 
feel that in the interests of re- 
trieving something of bi-parti- 
sanism, Stevenson should have 
accepted. But for several rea- 
sons he felt he could not do that. 
He would inevitably have sub- 
ordinated his judgment to that 
of Lodge, the head of the dele- 
gation.

PARIS. 

HE State Department is probably unaware 

of it, but the greatest anti-American demon- 

strations in years are taking place nightly at 

the Palais des Sports in Paris.

The Americans, of course, play the parts of 
the heavies and the dirty players, while the 
Europeans all look like nice clean-cut kids whose 
only desire in life is to win the race. With these 
forces of evil and good rolling around a wooden 
floor before 16,000 spectators something is bound 
to happen, and so far something always has.

THE NIGHT we attended the Palais des 
Sports most of the stands were filled. In the 
center of the arena was a wooden rink, and in 
the center of the wooden rink were four hospital 
beds with a “nurse,” a “doctor” and a trainer 
in attendance. The doctor, we later discovered, 
was a French wrestler who was on hand just in 
case trouble started on the rink. etween the 
hospital beds was.a‘lighted platform where the 
scorekeeper and a French announcer stood. 

Outside of the skaters the only other people 
on the rink were a “European” and an “Ameri- 
can” referee. Since the show had been brought 
over by wrestling promoters,.»all strategic en- 
trances to the rink were guarded by unemployed 
French grapplers. 
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THE AMERICAN TEAM skated on to the rink 
first and was greeted with heart-rending boos 
and whistles. The European team skated on and 
received a unanimous standing ovation. During 
the warm-up period the announcer described the 
complicated point system. A team received a 
point if one of its members passed a member of 
the opposing team. It also received a point if 
a member lapped the pack in less than two 
minutes. There were certain penalties, which 
neither the audience, the announcer, the teams, 
or the referees, we discovered later, paid any 
attention to. 

The male teams started first. Out of the 14 
men racing around the rink the two the crowds 
watched closely were Ken Boyer, whose real 
name is Hansen, wearing the French flag on his 
sweater, and Roger Schroeder, who played the 
role of the dirty, cheating American. Every 
time a European took a spill, usually caused by 
American foul play, the crowd screamed in pro- 
test. But every time an American fell down 
the rafters shook with cheers. Schroeder tripped, 
kicked and pushed the poor “Frenchman” all 
over the rink, and after the first period the 
people in the stands were screaming for Ameri- 
can blood—and they didn’t want it for plasma. 

* 


WHEN THE GIRLS TOOK OVER the skating 
got rougher. A blond bombshell named Toughie 
Brasuhn, who has suffered a broken pelvis, a 
broken collar bone, a broken nose and three 
concussions during her stormy skating career, 
was the American antagonist on the women’s 
team, and a sweet, gentle soul named Mary Lou 
Palermo represented all that was good in French 
sportsmanship. Toughie, brandishing both fists 
and a hot.temper, proceeded,to take Mary Lou 
over the bumps. 

No matter how mad the crowd got over the 
dirty skating of the American men, it didn’t 
compare to the fury caused by the skating of 
the American women. 

The crowd started throwing things at the play- 
ers. A roll of 35-millimeter film sailed through 
the air. Tomatoes and assorted fruits were 
hurled from the galleries. This was still better 
than the previous night when, some people in 
the most expensive seats in the house started 
throwing steel chairs at the Americans. 

But what really caused the fans to go wild 
was that the American referee, Ed Silver, con- 
tinually sided with the American players and 
nullified points awarded to the European team 
by the European referee.

DURING THE SECOND HALF the hospital 
beds were filled by skaters from both teams. 
When Toughie slugged the French leading lady, 
Silver stepped in, and when the French lady 
skater protested, Silver pushed her down on the 
floor. This was too much for a gallant French- 
man in the stands wholeaped over two bar- 
riers and tried to slug the American referee. 
But after getting in one smack, the police closed 
in and the Frenchman, cheered on by the 
16,000 people in the stands, made a dash for an 
exit and freedom. He wasn’t caught, and oa 
discovered the attack was completely tdn- 
rehearsed. 

But the French audience had its revenge. 
Schroeder, the American villain, turned out to 
be a coward, and every time a European team 
member rushed for him he hid under one of: 
the hospital beds. Toughie also received some 
very bad spills which delighted everyorfe. Silver 
was hit on the head with an egg and the Euro- 
pean team won the match, 41 points to 30, which 
proved, beyond a shadow of a doubt, that cheat- 
ing, slugging and dirty skating, especially if 
done by Americans, doesn’t pay.

WHEN GRANDPA was not mining, he rolled rocks: 
“Newton Bean and I were going down the mountain be- 
tween Mokelumne Hill and Volcano when the tendons, or 
leaders, in the back part of my knees gave out; they wanted 
to bend backwards. 

“T had not had sufficient brain food for some days and 
my brain was able to force the electricity or will power 
only down to my knees; and they were unhinged as it 
were.” (Grandpa was a scientific thinker.) 

“But there was a flat rock, four feet across, a foot thick 
and nearly round. 

“ ‘Bean,’ I said, ‘let us roll this rock down the mountain. 
It will have half a mile to roll down.’ 

“We dug under the lower side, turned it up on edge 
and gave it a push. And it went bounding down. One 
edge soon struck an oak tree. It split in the middle, half 
of it dropped on the upper side of the oak, the other half, 
not even checked, bounded 50, 100 or 200 and 300 feet at 
a bound.

Other people go to drug stores 
where they sit on a stool and 
eat “Today’s Special” combina- 
tion, which consists of peanut 
butter and anchovy paste on 
toast, with a gob of slaw, which 
is sliced cabbage with a little 
vinegar poured over it. There 
is nothing leisurely about it, and 
the customer is lucky if he gets 
out of the joint without having a 
fight with the help.

AYBE in time we'll become 
Mcivutizea, too, where the noon- 

day meal is concerned. In the 
meantime, however, a lot can be 
done to offset this midday ulcer 
handicap by having better and 
more leisurely meals at home at 
night. We can learn a lot from 
the French, from the Italians, 
the Spanish, in fact just about 
everybody but the Eskimos. 

Seasoning is what makes one 
of the big differences. A splen- 
did example is found im this 
French soup, called petite mar- 
mite, or little soup pot for a big 
family. It’s wondérful. 

Get yourself a big, heavy pot 
with a cover. Cut up a two 
and a half pound chicken as 
though for frying, and then cut 
up two and a half pounds of 
stewing beef in three-inch 
squares. Rub beef and chicken

with salt and let it stand for 10 
minutes. Then heat four tea- 
spoons of fat in a frying pan 
and brown the chicken on all 
sides. Then put the chicken in 
the soup pot. Brown the beef 
in the same skillet and put them 
in, along with three pounds of 
veal bones and a pound and a 
half of marrowbone, two bay- 
leaves, one clove and six pepper- 
corns. Add eight quarts of water 
and let it come to a boil. Cook 
it 10 minutes, skim it, cover and 
keep on cooking. Cut four me- 
dium sized oniors in half, put 
them in the skillet with some 
fat, and cover them and let 
them brown slowly. Sprinkle 
them with ‘sugar and cook them 
another five minutes. Add six 
sprigs of thyme (tied), six leeks, 
two cups of chopped celery, 
leaves and all, and four me- 
dium sized carrots. Put it all 
in the soup and let it simmer 
for three hours. Then strain 


the soup, removing the carrots, 
chicken and beef. Cover the 
pot and let it cook for another 
hour, reducing the soup. Add 
salt and pepper as required. If 
you want to, take the meat off 
the chicken bones and cut it 
into portions. Slice the carrots, 
and then put everything back in 
and let the soup come to a 
boil 


Now cut slices of bread and 
butter them and sprinkle them 
with Parmesan cheese on the 
buttered side and toast them. 
Serve at least two slices for each 
serving of the piping hot soup, 
and you’ve got something.

E sing about April in Por- 
tugal, but Portugal is really 
more famous for its baked 
cod than it is for its Aprils. At 
least, the cod is a more legiti- 
mate claim to fame. It will find 
especial favor with people who 


like both codfish and eggplant. 
And Portugal. Like this: 

Cut a medium eggplant in six 
even slices and saute it in a 
fourth cup of olive oil until it 
is light yellow. Put it in an oval 
baking dish. Slice and separate 
three large onions into rings 
and saute ttiem in the same oil. 
Let them get soft, but not 
brown. 

About three. hours before you 
start preparations, wash three 
“tablespoons of salted capers and 
let them soak in cold water for 
several hours. Drain them now, 
and mix them with’ a cup of 
boiled rice, along with a half 
teaspoon of pounded cumin 
seeds. Now spread a layer of 
onion rings over those slices 
of eggplant in the baking dish, 
~ over that a layer of cooked 
rice. 

Now you should have ready a 
cleaned codfish weighing from 
three to three and a half pounds. 
Split it lengthwise, take out the 
bones, and rub it with salt, pep- 
per and paprika. Lay the fish 
gently on the bed of rice and so 
forth, and sprinkle over it four 
medium tomatoes, peeled and 
chopped. Season with a couple of 
headless cloves and pour a half 
cup of water over the works. 
Sprinkle it with about three 
tablespoons of lemon juice and 
dot it with butter. Cover the 
dish and bake it in a 400 degree 
oven for half an hour. Take off 
the cover and bake it another 
15 minutes and serve it good 
a hot right out of the baking 

sh. 
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O keep this on a truly in- 
T ternational basis, here is a 

recipe for kedgeree, often 
heard of but seldom @ncount- 
ered. It’s a fish and rice dish 
from the Straits Settlements, and 
here’s the recipe, straight from 
Singapore. Melt three table- 
spoons of butter in a saucepan 
and saute two large chopped 
onions. Add a couple of cups 
of flaked, cooked fish and fry 
it all until the onions are soft. 
Add a third of a cup of water 
and, if desired, a half cup of 
scaled raisins. Some like rais- 
ins in their kedgeree, some don’t. 
Season it with salt and pepper 
and add a fourth cup of toasted 
almonds or peanuts, chopped 
fine. Add also two chopped 
hardboiled eggs. 

w fold two cups of hot, 
cooked rice into the mixture, 
carefully stirring until all is 
well mixed. A little chopped 
fresh red pepper may be added, 
but that’s optional, too.

Speaking as Well-Rehearsed Puppet 
American Says What Secret Police 
Want to Hear-He Admits Being Spy

This is the fifth in a series of articles by William N. 

Oatis, Associated Press correspondent, who is telling 

what happened to him in Czechosfovakia. He returned 

to this country last May after two years imprisonment 
by the Communists.

SLIM man with pouched eyes—a man who always reminded 
me of a lizard—leaned across a desk and said, “This is the 


best prison in Europe.” 


He belonged to fhe communist secret police of Czechoslovakia, 
They had arrested me six days before on suspicion that I, the 


Associated Press correspondent 


They had questioned me at 
the police station day after day 
until finally, weary from 24 
hours of steady grilling, I had 
balked. Then they had brought 
me here, handcuffed and blind- 
folded in the back of a car. 

Now, with the blindfold off, 
I found myself in a sparely fur- 
nished office in the dim light of 
dawn—the dawn of Sunday, 
April 29, 1951. Through the win- 
dow I saw a courtyard and, be- 
yond, a new building going up. 

“How many steps are there on 
the way up here? the man asked. 

“Ninety.” 

“You're still a spy,” he said, 
smiling. I smiled back. It was 
supposed to be a joke. 

The men from the police sta- 
tion went on interrogating me 
all that day. We all staved off 
hunger with fat slabs of bacon 
sent from downstairs. 

Many questions concerned an 
incident of a few weeks earlier: 
An Indian diplomat had heard 
that apartments in his neighbor- 
hood of Prague were being 
taken over for army officers. I 
asked Lt. Col. George L. At- 
wood, American military attache, 
if he had heard this, too. He 
said he had, and more. And he 
gave me a list of supposed mili- 
tary sites in and around the 
city. 

The police already had my 
signature on a statement to the 
effect that, in thus picking up 
“military information,” I had 
committed espionage. Now they 
wrote another statement for me 
to sign. 

This would have had me ad- 
mit that I gave military infor- 
mation to Atwood and in so do- 
ing committed espionage. I re- 
fused to sign it. 

“T want to go to bed,” I said. 

“Just rewrite this for us the 
way you want it, and then you 
can go to bed,” said the lizard- 
faced man. 

I rewrote it. They brought it 
back to me, rewritten again, and 
asked me to sign it. 

I had been up 42 hours, and I 
was desperate for sleep. So I 
signed. Then I was blindfolded 
and taken downstairs, and when 
I took the blindfold off I was 
in a cell. 

I had some smelly blankets 
and a straw mat. I made a bed 
on the floor, tied my handker- 
chief across my eyes to keep out 
the electric light and went to 
sleep. I was awakened only once 
—to get a number, 2091,

HE next day, the men from 
t headquarters questioned me 

morning and afternoon in 
the upstairs office, and I had 
vegetarian noon and evening 
meals in my cell. After supper I 
was taken back upstairs. This 
time all my old acquaintances 
were gone except a pudgy little 
curly-haired interpreter. 

Seated at 2 desK was a new 
man. He was a rangy, brown- 
haired young man with a Ssar- 
donic look—squinty yellow eyes, 
high cheekbones, hollow cheeks 
and a narrow mouth with the 
corners turned down. 

He might have passed for a 
small-town roughneck, but he 
was in the red-trimmed olive- 
drab uniform of a police lieu- 
tenant. He was taking over my 
interrogation. In that - prison, 
every inmate has a “referent,” 
who questions him and prepares 
him for trial. This referent sat 
bolt upright, looking serious. 
The interpreter translated: 

“Make no mistake. Your 
American citizenship will not 
help you here.” 

That was how I met Lt. Josef 
Ledl (I learned his name later, 
from his signature on a paper). 
Early next morning, he called 
me from my cell and began put- 
ting my testimony in writing. 

The document was called a 
protocol. From time to time, I 
was presented with finished 
pages and asked to write on 
pre 8 “I have read this. I have 
approved it. I have signed it. 
William Nathan Oatis.” 

I did so readily as long as the 
protocol kept near the facts. 

Then the referent and inter-

preter began to-rewrite my ac- 
count. 

“This is not right,” I said one 
day, pointing to an inaccuracy. 

“What difference does it 
make?” The referent showed 
exasperation. 

Such arguments became more 
and more frequent. Gradually it 
became apparent he wanted not 
the facts as I knew them, but as 
he would have liked them to be. 

_ Meanwhile, I was trying to 
find out what was likely to hap- 
pen to me. Four people now 
were at work on my interroga- 
tion—the referent and three in- 
terpreters in turns. One inter- 
preter, a young woman, asked 
me, “How would you like to go 
home on the Fourth of July?” 

Another, a dapper little man 
named Vilda, said, “You won't 
be here 10 weeks.” 

“I don’t believe you,” I told 
him. 

He insisted he knew what he 
was talking about. The referent 
said a foreigner could be pun- 
ished with “a sentence, or ex- 
pulsion.” 

I knew that my wife in St. 
Paul, Minn., must be worried 
about me. I asked the lieutenant 
to let me write her. He put 
me off. 

One night Vilda suggested I 
try again. The referent asked 
me what I wanted to say in the 
letter. I told him, and he left 
the room. 

Pretty soon he came back 
with something written in 
Czech. The interpreter put it in 
English and handed it to me. 
The referent had written my 
letter for me. ‘ 

It was fantastic. It made me 
Say that I had been “caught in 
espionage,” that I had told ali 
and that I wanted to live “a 
clean, new life.” 

“Keep your hopes high,” it 
wound up, “and trust.in the jus- 
tice of the Czechoslovak people, 
who are working for peace.” 

I said: “When my wife reads 
this, she'll think I’ve gone 
crazy.”

FEW nights later, about a 
month after my arrest, a 
police staff captain sat down 

at the desk and I sat down in 
my chair facing him. He smiled 
and began to talk, smoothly and 
courteously. ‘ 

He asked me what connection 
the AP had with the United 
States Government. I said it had 
none. 

“Oh, Oatis,” he said, dubious- 


My referent, standing by, 
must have felt he had muffed 
the case, since his commander, 
the captain, had had to inter- 
vene. He now exploded, accus- 
ing me of backtracking on testi- 
mony. 

In. due course the captain 
asked me about a card found in 
my effects. It was an off-duty 
pass from the Military Intelli- 
gence Service Japanese langu- 
age school at Ft. Snelling, Minn. 

I had been there briefly in 
1944 enroute to a year’s study 
at a similar school at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. At Michi- 
gan, I continued training in 
Japanese that I had begun in 
the Army Specialized Training 
Program at the University of 
Minnesota. 

Though Military Intelligence 
ran the Michigan school, I was 
never in that branch. At the 
school I was a corporal on the 
detached enlisted men’s list. 
And I never got into it, for after 
I finished the course, I was dis- 
charged from the Army. 

But the commander told me 
to write about the school and 
the men I had known there, and 
put me back in my cell with a 
typewriter and cigarettes, I 
wrote several pages, sent them 
to him and went to bed. 

The next night’s questioning 
brought out that Col. Atwood 
had been in the language school 
while I was there but that we 
had not met there. Some 24 
hours later, the commander laid 
a long document before me and 
said, “Sign this and you don't

“I am Judge Novak, the chair- 
man of the Senate of the State 
Court in Prague,” he told me. 
“Your behavior here has been 
good.

- The judge read what he said 
was the indictment. 
was there any mention of the 
paragraphs of the law under 
which I was indicted. TI stood 
accused formally of espionage 
for the United States Govern- 
ment. Words that the referent 
had put into my mouth, by put- 
ting them into my _ protocol, 
were used to show that I had 
sent news stories on the arrests 
of former Foreign Minister 
Vlado Clementis and Otto Sling, 
deposed Brno Communist lead- 
er, with intent to advise “the 
American espionage net” which 
of its strongpoints in Czecho- 
slovakia had fallen, so that it 
could regroup. 

Judge Novak said a lawyer 
had been assigned me. 

“The function of a lawyer,” he 
said, “is not to help the de- 
fendent escape sentence. It is to 
help him get a lighter sentence.” 

(This seemed to mean that I 
stuod convicted even before I 
went to trial. And it was the 
presiding judge that was giving 
me the news.) 

Four days later, I met a rab- 
bity, poker-faced man whom his 


interpreter introduced as “your | 


lawyer, Dr. Bartos.” 

Dr. Bartos told me, “I think 
you have a good chance to go 
home this year.” He advised me 
to testify according to the pro- 
tocol and said his defense would 
be that I. did not go into es- 
pionage deliberately but “just 
fell into it.” 

That week the referent had 
me in his office almost daily, 
and we rehearsed the protocol: 
He asked the questions and I 
gave the answers more or less 
as written. At length, I got it 
down pat.

N Monday, July 2, 1951, 1

I was not a spy. And I was 
not testifying as I should have 
testified in a court in my own 
country—out of my own heart, 
aiming to tell “the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the 
truth.”

That morning, I and three 
Czech employes of the Associ- 
ated Press went on trial before 
the Senate of the State Court 
at Pankrac Prison, in southeast 
Prague. 

We were brought there after 
breakfast from Ruzyne prison 
‘where we had been interrogated. 
We made the trip in a green 
van, each locked in a blind com- 
partment with guards crowding 
the aisle. Other guards with sub- 
machineguns watched in a court- 
yard as we were led into Pank- 
rac Prison. 

I scanned the courtroom for 
familiar faces. I saw none of my

RATHER interesting little 

booklet was sent to me not 

long ago written by Walter 
L. Blair. He says he came here 
from the West 
Indies 34 
years ago and 
has lived in 
New York 
City continu- 
ously ever 
since. He was 
surprised by 
many things 
he found here, 
particularly in 
Harlem where 
he went to Mrs. Roosevelt 
live. The idea 
that people of African descent 
must all live in this rather re- 
stricted area seemed to him a 
strange phenomenon and then 
he was surprised by the fact 
that there was often a lack of 
good feeling among American 
Negroes and those who came 
from the West Indies. 


HE SOON FOUND that there 
were others from many parts 
of the world who were also 
of African descent and could 
not understand why they could 
not develop unity amongst 
themselves. Later he met peo- 
ple who helped Negroes get 
together and better their con- 
ditions and who created great- 
er friendliness among them. 

He now has the feeling that 
“a new day may be dawning 
for our nation, and for the 
world, in having a leader of

feels the need of prayer, a 
leader who follows the princi- 
ples of love and justice laid 


today. I think there are many 
Negroes in this country 
because of their deep religious

THIS COMES OUT in the 
last paragraph of this little

Blair goes on to say 
himself: ““Those words are not 
meaningless.
